The plan has been brought inform-

Cultivation. 


One of the most important things 
to consider in gardening is the soil. 
The soil receives just consideration 
in the spring when the garden is be- 
ing started and now that the crops 
are all planted, cultivation is the 
next step. 


Cultivation 
accomplishes 
three 
things: 


It keeps out the weeds 
which 
would otherwise 
use 
up the food 
stored for the plants. 


It iceeps the soil stirred up so that 
air can penetrate to the roots of the 
plants. 
Air is very essential to food 
growth. 


Cultivation conserves the moisture. 
It lessens the natural 
evaporation 
process. 
Moisture is an important 
part of all vegetable growth and for- 
mation. 


Just how soon the soil can be cul- 
tivated after a rain depends upon the 
nature of the soil. This is a problem 
which the individual gardener must 
solve for himself.

If the soil is stirred up while it 
Is too wet large clods will form. This 
will check the process of plant cul- 
tivation. 
Working the ground when 
It is too wet is more harmful than 
good. 


As soon as the water has evap- 
orated from the soil, however, the 
cultivation should start. 
This pro- 
cess prevents the formation of a 
crust on the earth. 
The crust would 
keep water from 
uourishing 
the 
plant life. 


Under good acreage the wheel cul- 
tivator is best. 
For the backyard 
gardens, however, the ordinary hand 
rake is a valuable implement. 
It 
can be pushed backward and for- 
ward between the rows and between 
the 
plants 
and 
the 
soil 
stirred. 
Where the soil is hard 
the 
hoe 
should be used to loosen the earth 
and then the ground be pulverized 
by the rake. 


When the plants stand very close 
together 
in 
the 
rows the weeds 
should be removed by hand. 
They 
should be pulled on a sunny day be- 
cause their life will be consumed at 
once by the heat. 
In damp weather 
they often take root again even after 
being pulled.

(REVIEW—READ JOHN 21:16.25.)

There are a variety of methods to 
be followed In reviewing the work of 
the past Bix months and to give va- 
riety. 
Teachers of classes, or super- 
intendents of schools, may select one 
or combine several, as their Judgment 
dictates. 
Of course, the easiest way 
is to procure a good speaker who is 
familiar with the Gospel of John and 
the lessons of the past quarter, and 
let him bring out in the review its 
most outstanding and salient features. 


One method would be to have one- 
minute talks either by members of the 
class or persons 
selected 
from 
the 
school. Each of twelve scholars could 
be assigned one minute, each to have 
one of the lessons of the past quar- 
ter. 


Another good way would be to take 
the outstanding and significant verses 
from the lessons of the quarter, not 
the golden text, but verses which seem 
to emphasize the outstanding features 
of the six months' work. 
"Behold the 
Lamb of God," (Ch. 1:36) : "Te must i 
be bom again," (3:7) ; "Come see a 
man which told me all things that ever 
I did; is not this the Christ?" (4:29) : 
"Verily, verily I say unto you, he that 
beareth my word and believeth on him 
that sent me, hath everlasting life and 
shall not come into condemnation but 
is passed from death unto life," (5: 
24). 
"I must work the works of him 
that sent me while it is day ; the night 
Cometh when no roan can work." 


Another method of review would be, 
particularly In the adult classes, to 
have each lesson with its present-day 
emphasis. For Instance, the past quar- 
ter: 
Lesson 1—The Christian in his 
dealing with blindness. 
Lesson 2— 
Modern wonders of healing and medi- 
cal 
missions. Lesson 
8—The 
shep- 
herding of church members. Lesson 4 
—Do we know how to give? Lesson 5 
•—Is Christ supreme in our national 
life? Lesson 6—Ambition and its cure. 
Lesson 7—The world's good springing 
from Christ. 
Lesson 8—Temperance 
reform. Lesson 9—The Holy Spirit In 
everyday life. Lesson 10—How Christ 
is betrayed and denied today. 
Lesson 
11—The uplifting power of the cross. 
Lesson 12—Why men believe in im- 
mortality. 


A good method of review would be 
to have someone take up each of the 
golden texts, announcing it in advance 
that pupils may be prepai-ed for this 
metliod. The teacher would write the 
texts of the quarter, each on a sepa- 
rate piece of cardboard, and lay them 
face down on a table ; pupils would 
then draw the golden texts, one at a 
time, and tell what the lesson Is to 
which this text belongs, giving as full 
an account of the lesson as possible, 
the teacher helping out with questions 
where necessary. 


It will be of great value to the pu- 
pils if they can get in this review a 
clear outline of the main events of 
Christ's last weeks upon earth, cov- 
ered particularly by the past quarter. 
There are forty standing events of 
the past quarters: (1) The healing of 
the man bom blind ; (2) Jesus the good 
Shepherd ; (3) Jesus sending forth the 
seventy; (4) Jesus in Berea; (5) The 
raising of Lazarus; (6) The ten lep- 
ers healed; (7) Bartiraaeus at Jericho ;

In setting forth this review, let us 
not as teachers and officers, overlook 
the opportunity we have of calling 
from our scholars an expression of the 
faith that has been born within them. 
(See Bom. 10:9, 10). 
Jesus the light 
of the world has power to set men free 
from Bin and "whom the son shall 
make free Is free Indeed." 
If 
we 
properly set him before our scholars, 
they will be made free from the slav- 
ei7 of 8ln and enter into the freed>ra 
of believers.

There is a food crisis in the United 
States. 
Anyone who denies this, shuts 
his eyes to obvious facts. 
Food scar- 
city is not the absence of food. 
In 
any civilized counti-y food scarcity al- 
ways shows itself in the high prices 
and never iïi the absolute absence of 
food. 
The laboring people 
of the 
United States, and people with small 
incomes, are pinched today in 
the 
matter or food. 


What is famine? 
It is nothing on 
earth but high prices carried to the 
point which makes it so hard to buy 
food that any large body of popula- 
tion cdnnot buy enough 
to properly 
feed themselves. 


Food was exported 
from Ireland 
during the worst periods of the great 
Irish famine. 
Food has always been 
exported from India during her worst 
famines. 


What 
is the basis of 
our food 
supply? 
• 


It is the seed from which crops are 
grown, and the breeding animals of 
our flocks and herds, the hens, the 
geese, the 
ducks, the 
turkeys, the 
sows, the cows, the goats and the 
ewes. 
These are the seed of our food 
crops and our food animals. 


This country is today being stripped 
of the basis of its future food supply. 
The situation calls for rigorous gov- 
ernmental control 
of the 
breeding 
basis of our flocks and herds, and the 
seed basis of our farm crops. 


Milk and eggs contain a substance 
which all young animals must have 
or they cannot grow. Take away from 
our children the fat which is found in 
milk and in the yolks of eggs, and 
they will die, or they will be stunted. 
I have 
seen young 
animals which 
should have been almost full grown 
kept down almost to their infant size 
by being deprived of this mysterious 
and wonderful 
substance which 
is 
found dissolved In the fats provided 
by the mother element in nature. 


We hear of fat-starvation in Ger- 
many. 
This comes from the fact tjpiat 
the dairy cows of Germany were very 
largely killed off after the flrst year 
of the war. 


An expert in foods told me the other 
day, at Memphis, Tenn., that he ex- 
pected milk to be 20 cents a quart 
next summer in the south, and I hear 
predictions of 40 cents a quart in vari- 
ous parts of the industrial north. 


When such prices arrive, the fat- 


canned. 
The heifer calves are being 
killed for veal. 


There Is already a famine in seeds 
over much of the country. 
In 
the 
south, the committees in charge of in- 
creased production are searching high 
and low for a bushel here and a bushel 
there of soy beans, cow peas, velvet 
beans, seeds of the various sorghums, 
California black-eyed peas, and many 
other seeds. 
They are parceling them 
out to the farmers whom they are in- 
ducing to plant as thinly as possible, 
so as to make the seeds cover the 
maximum amount of ground. 
A proj- 
ect is on foot to sew a million acres of 
wheat in each of the three states of 
Tennessee, Mississippi 
and Arkansas, 
but the southern wheat has" been sold 
ahead of the harvest to the millers for 
food. 
That wheat is now going to 
market, and if the 
farmers of the 
south are to have the varieties of seed 
wheat which they must have, 
they 
must buy it back at starvation prices 
to seed their fields. In a trip over nine 
southern states recently, I found only 
two sorts 
of seed which 
were not 
scarce—corn and cotton. 


Go to any country railroad station 
in the United States, and you will find 
on every platform crates full of laying 
hens, ducks and other poultry. 
If the 
country were actually starving, there is 
no one way in which so much animal 
food could be pi'oduced quickly as by 
multiplying our poultry flocks. I make 
the claim that if a census were made 
today of the poultry of the country, it 
would be found that it is decreasing 
instead of increasing. 


Power must be lodged somewhere in 
the government to take hold- of this 
matter with a strong hand, otherwise 
the present scarcity of food may reach 
the point where it will have to be called 
by a stronger name. 
Someone must 
have power to control the selling and 
slaughtering of female animals. 
We 
are setting up machinery for the con- 
trol of a food administration. 
Unless 
seeds and female 
animals are con- 
served, this food administration 
will 
not save us from things which one dis- 
likes to predict. 
The cows, hens, ewes 
and sows, and other breei^ng animals, 
are being turned into meat, in an end- 
less and increasing stream. 


The seed wheat of the south is al- 
ready moving to the mills. 
The tre- 
mendous suck of a world famine has 
caught the germinal elements of our 
food supply, and is sweeping It into 
the world's hungry maw. The way out 
is through 
plain, prompt, 
effective, 
strong and wise administration of the 
seed elements of 
our fields, gardens, 
flocks and herds. 
There Is no time to 
be lost.

Flour at 10 cents a pound is cheap 
as compared with meats and vegeta- 
bles, according to Dr. H. B. Barnard, 
state food and drug commissioner of 
Indiana, in a statement i.ssued on gen- 
eral flour prices. 
He said: 


"In the desire to economize the 
housewives may cut down the use of 
bread because the size of the loaf is 
decreasing and the coi.. increasing 
constantly. This is unforunate. 
Bread 
is our best food. In the diet of most 
people it is the large.st single item. 
Today flour sells at about the same 
price as sugar and the flour bills .^em 
appallingly large to those who for 
years have purchased flour at .3 cents 
a pound. But even at 10 cents a pound 
flour is cheap 
food when 
compared 
with meat ^nd vegetables. 
If any at- 
tempt to practice economy by using 
less flour or eating less bread compels 
the purchase of more meat or vegeta- 
bles, the expense for food is increased 
rather fhan diminished and the fam- 
ily may be fed less successfully. 


"If we can crowd into the daily diet 
as much as one pound of good bread 
per person per day we are certain the 
family will not be fed badly. 
Of 
course, the bread must 
be 
supple- 
mented by fats, which usually are sup- 
plied by butter, and by more lime and 
iron. 
The 
lime. 
especially 
for 
young children is furnished in milk, 
and fresh fruits and vegetables are rich 
in iron. 
If fruits and vegetables are 
not obtainable or are sold at prices 
which seem extravagantly high, special 
care should be taken to use the whole 
wheat flour or a loaf which contains 
more mineral matter 
and 
cellulose 
than the white loaf of the baker. 


"War bread, made of material more 
plentiful than wheat 
flour, may be 
our staple loaf before we again are at 
peace. 
Such a bread Is no experiment. 
It is easily made, it is wholesome and 
nutritious. If we are compelled to use 
It we need not fear any ill effects. But 
whether we eat home-made bread or 
bakers' bread, bread will continue to 
be our dependable food." 
Test by Alcohol Saves 
Sugar in Jelly Making 


Much waste of sugar and spoilage of 
Jellies can be avoided by using a sim- 
ple alcohol test recommended by the 
bureau of chemistry. United States de- 
partment of agriculture.

If the pectin is precipi- 
tated as one lump a cup of sugar may 
be used for each cup of juice; If in 
several lumps the proportion of sugar

three-fourths the amount of the juice. 
If the pectin is 'not in lumps but is 
merely precipitated, the sugar should 
be one-half or less of the amount^ of 
the juice. If the juice shows no pre- 
cipitation under this test. It is unsuit- 
able for jelly making 
and must be 
combined with apples or other Juices 
rich in pectin. 


The housewife will do well before 
making the test to taste the juice, as 
fruits not as acid as good tart apples 
probably will not make 
good 
jelly 
unless mixed with other fruits which 
are acid.

And a shotgun 
is a sort of scary 
proposition to the average woman. For 
that reason it is best to begin shooting 
with a small bore rifle—say a 22 cali- 
ber—which has no recoil and only a 
slight report. 


These rifles cost little and ammuni- 
tion is inexpensive. 


Mechanically, a gun is exceedingly 
simple. 
Any of your friends will be 
glad to give you a first lesson in load- 
ing and handling a rifle. 


Begin by shooting at a target fairly 
close up so you can see exactly what 
you are doing and get the knack of 
using the sights. 


You will quickly learn to co-ordi- 
nate your eye and hand—to point your 
gun 
properly 
and overcome 
your 
squeamishness. 
You .might begin to 
get these rudiments of marksmanship 
even before purchasing your own gun. 
Every city and nearly every town has 
rifle ranges where women may shoot 
with perfect safigty and propriety. 


1 always begin aiming a little below 
the target, drawing slowly up to the 
"bullseye" in 
a vertical line. 
This 
tends to prevent wobbling. 
Then as 
the sights cross the center of the tar- 
get pull the trigger steadily. 
Don't 
jerk the trigger; learn to pull it with- 
out shaking the gun and to hold the 
sights on the target even for a mo- 
ment after you've fired.

American slips into his bluejacket, ath- 
letics form a big part of his daily life, 
breaking up the routine of drill and 
serving to build up his muscles and 
morals. 


Eighty-two hundred men from Mis- 
souri, Kansas. Illinois, Nebraska, North 
Dakota. South Dakota, Ohio, Indiana, 
Kentucky, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Mich- 
igan and parts of other states are in 
training here and from the moment 
he enters the station a young man is 
encouraged to participate in athletic 
contests. 
It is argued that the skill 
and strength obtained in this way will 
stand in good stead in fighting the na- 
tion's battles. 


Kaufman at the Head. 


John B. Kaufman, 
past 
assistant 
surgeon, although aiso engaged at the 
head of a hospital corps of 750 men, 
is in charge of all athletics. 
His ath- 
letic staff, composed of Ensigns W. B. 
Edwards and W. H. Stillwell, has been 
aided by voluntary services • of many 
civilians who occupy high i-ank in the 
outside athletic world. 


Among these is "Jimmy" Sheckard, 
star outfielder of the old Chicago Na- 
tional baseball club and now assistant 
manager and scout. 
AVith many col- 
lege, semi-professional and 
amateur 
players in the ranks at the station, he 
is whipping an enviable baseball team 
into shape. 
At present there are sev- 
eral leagues in the various camps of 
the station and it is expected that the 
championship nine will represent the 
sailors against outside clubs. 


Martin A. Delaney, physical director 
of the Chicago Athletic 
association, 
also has volunteered his services.

laney, who was second in command of

sand bluejackets participated.

Wholesale Grocers Warn 
of Shipments Made to 
Neutral Lands. 


GERMANY, THROUGH 
SWITZERLAND, AIDED 


Report Says Trade Gained 
From America's Allies 
Will Make Up. 


Chicago, J u n e 22.—A warning for 
the strictest care in exporting Amer- 
ican foodstuffs to 
neutral 
countries 
contiguous to Germany %vas sounded 
today at the closing session of the Lib- 
erty convention of the National Whole- 
sale Grocers association. 


The note came in the report of the 
committee on foreign trade relations, 
of wliich A. P. Williams is chairman. 
The report said: 


"The very loss m food i-;y destruc- 
tion by the enemy which is going on 
day by day in rapidly increasing ton- 
nage and volume is directly affecting 
us and it is our duty as an offset to this 
de.struction to see that no food enters 
a neutral country where there is the 
Blighte.st possibility of that food being 
transferred to the enemy. 


Through Switierlaiid. 


"The republic of Switzerland, with 
which we have always been friendly 
and which is classed as a neutral na- 
tion, exported into Germany in 1917 
$11,000.000 in merchandise, 
whereas 
In 1914 she exported to Germany $2,- 
000.000. 
Our exports to Switzerland 
from .Tuly to February In this fiscal 
year totalled $1 3.996,000 against $548,- 
000 for the same period in 1914. 
This 
merely is one 
concrete 
example 
of 
what becomes of our supplies. 
Simi- 
lar figures can be given in the case of 
Denmark and Sweden. 
It is, there- 
fore, our duty to ourselves and as a 
step toward the ending of the wai- that 
we supply no foodstuffs to neutral na- 
tions." 


Trade With Allies. 


From the standpoint of self-interest 
the report remarked that this loss of 
exports would be made up in increased 
trade with our allies. 
It was suggested 
also that labels should 
employ 
the 
metric sy.stems of weights and meas- 
ures in this trade. 
Reports were also 
heard from committees on 
member- 
ship 
which 
claimed 1,172, members 
contracts, containers and 
arbitration. 
The report on arbitration 
said 
this 
method 
of 
settling 
disputes 
among 
members of the trade was coming into 
increasing use and was saving thou- 
sands 
of 
dollars 
which 
otherwise 
wo#ld be spent in litigation and that 
It had the additional benefit of bring- 
ing members into closer acquaintance.

Day's War News 


The engagement between the French 
and the Germans which was opened 
Wedne.sday by a German attack near 
Vauxaillon, .southeast of Laon, is be- 
ing continued spiritedly by the artil- 
lery, the infantry fighting having tem- 
porarily died down. 


Paris today reports an extension of 
the aerial duel eastward from Vau.x- 
aillon. 
It was raging la.st night along 
a front of approximately ten miles as 
far as the vicinity of 
Bray-en-Laon, 
reaching what the official report char- 
acterizes as "extreme intensity." 


The infantry battle, after initial suc- 
cesses for the German crown prince, 
came to a hale after his troops had lost 
virtually everything they had gained. 
Only one small .salient remained to the 
Germans. 
Resumption of attacks by 
one side or the other, and along a fnuch 
wider front, appears an early proba- 
bility. 


In the Champagne also hea\'y 
fight- 
ing Is In progress. 
After the di.sap- 
polnting result of yesterday's 
attack 
by the Germans between Mont Cai-nll- 
let and Mont Blond, 
In 
which 
the 
crown prince's forces were not only 
repulsed, but afterward driven from 
their 
own 
positions 
they 
attacked 
again last night, this time at Teton 
height. 
This assault also failed. Paris 
announces, all the positions remaining 
In French hands. 


Along the British front In France 
and Belgium only raiding operations 
are reported. 
The British raids have 
been chiefly in the region between the 
Arras battle front and that of the re- 
cent advance In Belgium. 
This curv- 
ing section of the German line protects 
Lille, the j n a l n objective of both the 
Arras and Messines drives. 


The Austro-Itallan front continues 
the scene of active operations, but offi- 
cial dispatches kre lacking today 
to 
throw additional light upon the situa- 
tion. 
General Cadorna apparently is 
exerting heavy pre.s8uro along' a wide 
sector of the Trentlno, where Trent is 
the Italian objective.

Created to Watch for Ger 
man Invasion in Early 
Days of War. 


Headquarters of British Home De 
fense Armies, 
England. 
June 
11 
(Correspondence.)—Since 
the 
begin 
ning of the 
war the coasts 
of the 
United Kingdom have been guarded 
by 
the British 
bicycle 
militia 
"Cyclist 
Patrol," 
and 
today 
cyclists still are on guard against Ger 
man Invasion. 
But the golden oppor 
tunity for a German assault in force 
upon Britain's shores has now passed 
No longer do a few cyclists stand guard 
alone over important landing places 
as they did for many days after war 
was declared. 


"The danger of invasion appeared 
very great to us in those days," said 
the commander of one of the cyclists' 
battalions the other day. 
"We had to 
put forth the most colossal efforts to 
get our defense 
organiiation up to 
adequate pitch. 


"If the German 
regarded an in 
vasion of England as a fearsome task 
then, he must regard it as a hopeless 
impossibility now. 
Where we former 
ly had only a sihall 
detachment of 
cyclist troops to guard a possible land 
ing place, there are now thousands of 
trained soldiers living In huts or bil 
lets close to hand, with guns, trenches 
and dugouts air along the sand dunes 
and plenty of support also from aero 
plaR«B, observation balloons, 
subma 
rines and coast defense vessels. 
In 
1914 the German Invader would have 
been opposed largely by half-trained 
troops straight from workshops and 
offices, while today he would have to 
meet men the equal In physique and 
fighting 
ability of anything the world 
has ever seen." 


The actual work of protecting land 
ing places has long since been taken 
out of the hands of the cyclist bat 
talions, who have become more purely 
a coast patrol. 
Their duties nowadays 
occasionally are varied by the capture 
of various objects of Interest washed 
up by the tide, such as mines, bodies 
wreckage and life buoys. 
The mines 
are destroyed by guncotton, affording 
a few moments of pleasant excitement 
for the patrol. 


Hundreds of sailors from torpedoed 
ships have received their first welcome 
to land 
from cyclist 
patrols along 
lonely coasts. 
Company headquarters 
contain dozens of accounts of such en- 
counters, always In the stiff official 
language in which the British army 
and navy always clothes its deeds of 
heroism. 
Here is such a report from 
a cyclist patrol, culled at random from 
a flile at headquarters: 


"Sighted small open boat drifting 
towards shore. This about dawn dur 
ing blinding snowstorm. 
Occupants 
too exhausted to use cars. 
Big sea 
running. 
Boat reached breakers and 
overturned. 
Patrol with 
assistance 
from nearest huts summoned by rock- 
ets, succeeded 
saving all but 
three 
who too numbed 
from exposure 
to 
make 
any effort. 
One our 
motor 
transports arrived promptly took sur- 
vivors 
farmhouse. 
Bodies 
three 
drowned later taken headquarters. 


On dark nights, 
the patrols fre- 
quently encounter small ships which 
have gone on sand bars owing to the 
lack of guiding land lights. 
A patrol 
must take every precaution 
against 
some enemy ruse In such a case. 
As 
soon as word is received that a ship 
is approaching the shore, a force of 
reserves is summoned and takes up a 
defensive position with machine guns. 
Then a boarding party is sent aboard 
the vessel to examine her and make 
a report. 
Even if there is nothing sus- 
picious about the vessel a guard 
is 
left aboard to prevent anyone coming 
ashore or possibly communicating with 
hostile agents on shore. 


The coast patrols are on duty on 
practically every mile of British coast 
night and day. 
A cyclist 
patrol is 
usually on his "beat" for three hours, 
returning to quarters for a rest period 
which is followed by the day's routine 
of physical training, musketry prac- 
tice, bayonet practice, and maneuvers 
similar to that followed In regular In- 
fantry camps. 


Most of the cyclist forces hope one 
day to be called across the channel. 
The day for which they look Is the 
time when a great mobile force will 
be required in Belgium and Germany 
to pursue a retreating and demoralized 
enemy.

Mexican Leader is ¿Ranked 
Next to Carranza and His 
Personality Dominates All 
Enterprises 
Throughout 
His State.

Mexican, Lower California, June 22. 
Outside of President Carranza, there 
is probably no more dominant person- 
age in all of 
Mexico than 
Colonel 
Esteban Cantu, military governor of 
the northern district of Lower Cali- 
fornia. 


Shrouded by a veil of mystery, the 
personality of this man fires the im- 
agination. 
During the six years that 
his nation has been bathed in blood 
he has held aloof from warfare and 
has inaugurated a campaign of up- 
buildihg which promises to make his 
state the most progressive in Mexico. 


He has surrounded himself with the 
most Intellectual people that his na- 
tion affords. 
His military aides arc 
graduates of 
Chapultepec, 
Mexico's 
West Point. 
His constructing 
engi- 
neers are college bred and generally 
speak several languages. 
He is quick 
to adopt and apply modern methods 
in all lines of activity within his dis- 
trict. 


Of French extraction, Colonel Cantu 
came to Lower California from Mexico 
City to take command of the troops 
in the northern district and later suc- 
ceeded to the post of governor. 


At that time the country was practi- 
cally a waste. 
Some 
development 
work had been done by American con- 
cessionaires, but for the most part the 
country was a desert. 
With the build- 
ing of the Imperial valley irrigation 
system, an American enterprise, it be- 
came possible to irrigate the Imperial 
valley on both sides of the line. Lower 
California then 
took 
her first 
step 
forward. 


Being a rocky, desolate, thinly popu- 
lated district, 
there was 
no means 
whereby the state government could 
raise necessary 
revenue for 
much 
needed Improvements. 
When 
Cantu 
first took hold there wasn't even a 
road in his domain. 
When he wanted 
to go from Mexican, on the east side

of the state, to Tia Juana and Ense- 
nada on the west he had to use high- 
ways of Uncle Sam. 


The coming 
of.American 
capital 
made it possible 
to develop Lower 
California. 
Cantu taxed 
Americans 
for the provilege of operating south 
of the border, and used the 
money 
thus obtained to build up his commun- 
ity. 
In order to engage in business or 
industry below the line it is first neces- 
sary to buy a concession from the gov- 
ernor and also to pay a tax on produc- 
tion. 
In addition to this a heavy ex- 
port duty is charged. 


Claiming unjust taxation, 
planters 
south of the border recently appealed 
to the American government for help. 
The matter was taken 
up through 
George Carruthers, special agent 
of 
the state department, and an adjust- 
ment of the duty on cotton was ob- 


tained. 
An export duty of approxi- 
mately $10 a bale is now charged, but 
next season a new schedule will greatly 
reduce this levy. 


No Mexican official ever did more 
for his community and people 
thr.ii 
Esteban Cantu is doing in Lower Cali- 
fornia. 
Besides spending money 
in 
thousand and million-dollar allotments 


for civic 
and state 
betterment, 
he 
sends a considerable 
portion of 
his 
income to Mexico City regularly, to be 
u.'ied in refinancing the Mexican gov- 
ernment. 


Cantu is the only ^Mexican povernor 
who ha.s been able at all times to pay 
all of his officials in gold during tne 
revolution.

The prince of southpaws Is through. 
Edward S. Plank, the greatest of them 
all, has pitched his last major 
league 
game, 
if 
reports

friends are to be believed. 


Suffering from a nervous breakdown and 
preparing for a minor operation, there is 
little chance that Plank will ever toe the 
rubber again.

left the Browns a 
few

Plank will be 42 in August. 
He Is one 
of the oldest men in the game in point of 
years and of service.

During the last two or three years as 
the old arm 
was gradually 
weakening 
under the strain of constant pitching he 
developed a slow ball which he had never 
used in his earlier years.

"I guess the club is about to lose an- 
other player," he told friends on the team. 


Later, however, he joined the Browns 
at 
Washington, 
and 
although 
he 
was 
taken out in the seventh Inning, was given 
credit with a victory. 


Manager Fielder Jones still hopes that 
the veteran may be able to finish tjie sea- 
son with the Browns but Plank doesn't 
believe he can. 


We call to mind only one pitcher who 
outlasted Plank In years of service, Cy 


Young, who was "up there" for twenty- 
two years. 


Young, however, broke in several years 
younger than Plank, who was 25 when he 
pitched his first major league game. Young 
was a right-hander, too, and records show 
that right-handed pitchers last far longer 
on the average than southpaws. 


No other southpaws have nearly 
ap- 
proached Plank in years of service. Hooks 
Wiltsa and 
Doc White coming 
closest, 
with twelve years in the big leagues. 


Plank's greatest ambition was to out- 
last Cy Young in the major leagues. On 
his 41st birthday, last August, he said he 
hoped to pitch effective ball for ten sea- 
sons more. That dream Is shattered.

MUSCLES OF BACK AND ABDOMEN

One of the most 
popular—with 
the 
physical instructors at any rate—exercises

This is not 
what you might call a very thrilling exer- 
cise. but It is a great stunt for loosening 
a man up—that Is, stretching a number 
of muscles that are not ordinarily brought 
into play. 


Stand with the heels close together. Put 
your hands on your hips.

backwards as far as you can with your 
head thrown well back. 
This 
exercise 
Is a good test for a man's sense of bal- 
ance, and Is one of the hlngs a man Is put 
through when h^ applies for enlistment 
with the flying corps. 
Unless that part of 
your make-up that controls your sense of 
abalance Is in perfect order you will very 
likely have some difficulty at first In pre- 
venting yourself from toppling over after 
you have bent over say half a doien times.

muscles of the back. Keep at It night and 
momlnir and by the end of two weeks you 
should be able to bend backwards at least 
fifty tim^s without becoming tired.

GOVERNMENT MAY FIX PRICES FOR STEEL 


Will BE ASKED TO 
Hf JEJHHEIS 


Shipping Board Believes Only Way to 


Prevent Prohibitive Prices and 


- 
Volunteer Pool Is Sought. 


REFUSAL WILL MEAN COMMANDEERING 


Washington, June 22.—The federal trade commission -will be ask- 


ed soon by President. Dcnman of the emergency fleet corporation, to 
fix a uniform price for steel and steel products for all 
industries 


throughout the country. 


The commission will be asked to 


name a fair price which -will af- 
ford the producers a fair profit 
r.ot only on steel, but on pig iron, 
i;on ore and every other material 
entering into the manufacture of 
steel. 


The method of procedure will b« for 


the committee to suggest new Iron and 
steel manufacturer* and ore producers 
that they unite and name a price them- 
selves, subject to the commission's ap- 
proval. Should they decline to adopt 
this course the government has power 
:o commandeer the plants. 


Fear Unheard-of Prlcw. 


With the government obtaining" Its 


steel for the proposed fleet of ocean- 
going vessels at * comparatively low 
price. It 1* feared that unless some re- 
strictive action be taken, the price of 
steel and Iron to other industries will 
attain unheard-of levels within a short 
time. 


That, It Is pointed out. might be 


brought a,bout by the natural laws of 
supply and demand, as the govern- 
ment's requirements when filled would 
leave an Inadequate supply for other 
industries. 


The plan ha* been brought Inform- 


ally to the attention of the commis- 
sion and of the iron 
and steel pro- 


ducers, and the commission Is In a 
position to act upon the request within 
a. comparatively short time. 


All Grade* and Kinds. 


The present program calls for the 


fixing of a price of all grades and kinds 
of steel and iron, including structural 
steel, steel plates, steel rails and pig 
iron, both foundry and basic. It is 
pointed out that iron and steel for use 
In the manufacture ot harvesters and 
other

is 


necessary for the national defense to 
a. degree, secondary only to the need

Mexico City. .Tune 22.—Every pos- 


sible pressure. Including financial of- 
fers. Is reported to have been brought 
to bear by Germans and pro-Germans 
to stop the campaign of El Universal 
for the severance of relations between 
Mexico and Germany. The campaign 
continues to be the main topic of con- 
versation here. El Universal will say, 
editorially, tomorrow, that In the flood 
of comment which its stand has evok- 
ed, no paper or person has taken a 
pro-German stand or proposed that 
Mexico ally herself with the central 
powers.' 


The editorial declares that the opin- 


ions of intellectual leaders were chos- 
en to give point to the paper's cam- 
paign, as governmental officials, from 
the nature of their positions, could say 
nothing, and politicians always play- 
ed safe, while it was the purpose of 
the paper to give expression to the 
opinion of the real thinking people of 
Mexico. 


The discussion of the campaign has 


brought about a. renewal of charges 
that pro-German papers are being di- 
rectly aided in their campaign against 
the United States by free print paper 
supplied by firms In the United States. 
It is known that 400 rolls of paper 
shipped by. the steamer Monterey, 
from a New York flrm to Vera Cruz 
In April. 


It is charged that L,a Opinion, of 


Vera Cruz, wns offered part of this 
shipment free if it would take pro- 
German stand, but it was refused.

Washington. D. C.. -Tune 22.— 


America's campaign to raise $100.- 
000,000 this week for the Red 
Cross today assumed international 
proportions when word reached 
headquarters here that committees 
of American residents in London 
and Paris, and in Panama, Ecua- 
dor, Peru and other South Amer- 
ican countries are actively solicit- 
ing funds. 


Promises of contributions aggre- 


gating several hundred dollars 
came also from Manila, Alaska and 
Guam. 


Compilations at headquarters 


early today showed $63.000,000 
was obtained in four days and to- 
day's work was expected to raise 
the total to near $75,000,000. 


Already the Red Cross machinery is 


at work on plan* for spending the sum 
most wisely. Henry T*. Davteon. chair- 
man 'of the Red Cross war council, has 
held almost dally conferences 
with 


representatives of Russia. France and 
Rumania to discus* what relief work 
shall be undertaken In those countries. 


It was said today that the prospective 


field work for the American Red Cross 
Is developing so fast tha,t $100.000.000 
might not be sufficient for long, and 
possibly either another popular can- 
vass for funds would be conducted or 
congress would be asked for an ap- 
propriation.

American sur- 


geons have been rendering valuable aid 
also in the forward casualty clearing sta- 
tions during the battle'of Messines. This 
has been the quickest organized aid the 
United States has given British arms in 
France, and has been greatly appreciated. 


Cordially Received. 


The Americans have been much Im- 


pressed by the cordiality of th«lr wel- 
come, as well as by the thoroughness 
and effectiveness of the British hos- 
pital system. 
So smoothly have the 


transfers been made that the Ameri- 
cans hnve taken up their new work 
without even a moment's upset In the 
routine of the various hospitals. The 
Stars nnd Stripes fly with the British 
union jack from each hospital flag- 
staff, the two ensigns fluttering side 
by side In the cool breezes that sweep 
In from the son. 


The British selected their hospital 


sites with the greatest care nnd have 
developed them with n completeness 
that ha* come from nearly three years' 
field experience. Some of the general 
hospitals are made up of tented wards, 
accommodating forty 
to 
sixty beds 


each. 
Others are constructed of a 


series of huts. Both styles are models 
of field comfort and convenience. The 
operating theaters are splendidly built 
and seem to lack nothing In the way 
of modern surgical equipment. 


Originally planned for 1,040 beds 


each, the general hospitals have been 
enlarged to 1.400 beds nnd during a 
crisis can accommodate 2,000 patients.

The units which have taken over 


the various hospitals were organized 
by the American Red Cross ns "United 
States base hospitals." and with the 
declaration of war these staffs were 
turned over to the regular army for 
service as required.

One of the most Important things 


to consider in gardening la the soil. 
The soil receives just consideration 
in the spring when the garden Is be- 
ing started and now that the crops 
are all planted, cultivation is the 
next step. 


Cultivation 
accomplishes 
three 


things: 


It keeps out the weeds which 


would otherwise use up the food 
stored for the plants. 


It keeps the aoil stirred up so that 


air can penetrate to the roots of the 
plants. Air is very essential to food 
growth, 


Cultivation conserves the moisture. 


It lessens the natural evaporation 
process. 
Moisture Is an important] 


part of all vegetable growth and for- 
mation.

Just how soon the soil can be cul- 


tivated after a rain depends upon the 
nature of the soil. This is a problem 
which the individual gardener must 
solve for himself. Lighter soils can

beworked much quicker than clay 
formations. 


If the soil is stirred up while it 


is too wet large clods will form. This 
will check the process of plant cul- 
tivation. Working the ground when 
it is too wet is more harmful than 
good. 


As soon as the water has evap- 


orated from the soil, however, the 
cultivation should start. This pro- 
cess prevents the formation of a 
crust on the earth. The crust would 
keep water from 
nourishing 
the 


plant life. 


Under good acreage the wheel cul- 


tivator is best. For the backyard 
gardens, however, the ordinary hand 
rake is a valuable implement. It 
can be pushed backward and for- 
ward between the rows and between 
the plants and the soil stirred. 
Where the soil is hard 
the 
hoe 


should be used to loosen the earth 
and then the ground be pulverized 
by the rake. 


When the plants stand very close 


together 
in the rows the weeds 


should be removed by hand. They 
should be pulled on a sunny day be- 
cause their life will be consumed at 
once by the heat. In damp weather 
they often take root again even after 
being pulled.

THE PURPOSE OF JOHN'S GOSPEL: 


(REVIEW-READ JOHN 


REVIEW— Read John 21:1MS, 
GOLDEN TBXT-These •» written, 
ttat you might believe that J«*u« is tht 
Christ, the Son of Gofl; and that bellev.

There are a variety of methods to 


be followed la reviewing the work of 
the past six months and to give va- 
riety. Teachers of classes, or super- 
tntendents of schools, may select one 
or combine several, as their Judgment 
dictates. Of course, the easiest way 
Is to procure a good speaker who Is 
familiar with the Gospel of John and 
the lessons of the past quarter, and 
let him bring out In the review Its 
most outstanding and salient features. 


One method would be to have one- 


minute talks either by members of the 
class or persons selected from the 
school. Each of twelve scholars conld 
be assigned one minute, each to have 
one of the lessons of the past quar- 
ter. 


Another good way would be to take 


the outstanding and significant verses 
from the lessons of the quarter, not 
the golden teit, but verses which seem 
to emphasize the outstanding features 
of the six months' work. "Behold the 
lamb of God," (Ch. 1 :86) : 'Te must i 
b« born again," (3:7); "Come see a 
man which told me all things that ever 
I did; Is not this the Chrlstr (4:29) : 
"Verily, verily I say unto you, be that 
beareth my word and belleveth on him 
that sent me, hath everlasting life and 
shall not come into condemnation but 
Is passed from death unto life," (5: 
24). "I must work the works of him, 
that sent me while It Is day ; the night 
wmcth when no roan can work." 


Another method of review would be, 


particularly In the adult classes, to 
have each lesson with Its present-day 
emphasis. For Instance, the past quar- 
ter: Lesson 1— The Christian In his 
dealing with blindness. 
Lesson 2 — 


Modern wonders of healing and medi- 
cal missions. Lesson 8 — The "hep- 
herding of church members. Lesson 4

—Is Christ supreme In our national 
life? Lesson 0— Ambition and Its cure. 
Lesson 7— The world's good springing 
from Christ. Lesson 8— -Temperance 
reform. Lesson 0— The Holy Spirit In 
everyday life. Lesson 10— How Christ 
IB betrayed and denied today. Lesson 
11— The uplifting power of the cross. 
Lesson 12— Why men believe In im- 
mortality. 


A good method of review would be 


to have someone take up each of the 
golden texts, announcing It In advance 
that pupils may be prepared for this 
method. The teacher would write the 
texts of the quarter, each on a sepa- 
rate piece of cardboard, and lay them 
face down on a table; pupils would 
then draw the golden texts, one at a 
tlmo, and tell what the lesson Is to 
which this text belongs, giving as full 
an account of the lesson as possible, 
the teacher helping out with questions 
where necessary. 


It will be of great value to the pu- 


pils If they can get In this review a 
clear outline of the main events of 
Christ's last weeks upon earth, cov- 
ered particularly by the past quarter.

If we want to reap to the full 
the benefits of the peace to follow the 
war, we must build roads. 


"The slogan 'business as usual' has 


provoked much controversy since it 
was suggested, and some very strong 
arguments have been made both for 
and against It. Every one of the ar- 
guments for It holds true for 'road 
building as usual.' None of those on 
the other side are valid. 


"While tho war lasts—whether that 


period is to be measured in weeks, 
months or years—we must continue 
to build new roads and maintain old

activity In road work in this country 
during the coming season. 
Often the 


surest way to savo two dollars is to

. dared the National American Woman Suff- 
rage association, representing the great body 
of suffragists in the United States, resolved 
upon, such a course during the war as would 
be the greatest help to the government and 
^e greatest service to the country. The Con- 
'gressional union, a much smaller body that 
'embraces the so-called militants of the suff- 
:rage movement in America, was besought to 
Ipledge similar conduct. It declined. Not 
ilong ago Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, presi- 
ident of the National association, wrote a 
Strong appeal to Miss Alice Paul, president ot 
the Congressional union, urging an abandon- 
ment of the union's white house picketing and 
its heckling of officers of the government and 
members of congress. Mrs. Catt urged thii 
both for the greater strength of the nation 
in war and the advancement of the cause of 


circumstances have been made worse, but 
Koehler contributed some aggravations to it 
by spiriting his victim, who was the state's 
chief witness, away from the community and 
the jurisdiction of the court.

States. Anyone who denies this, shuts 
his eyes to obvious facts. Food scar- 
city Is not the absence of food. 
In 


any civilized country food scarcity al- 
ways shows Itself In the high prices 
and never in the absolute absence of 
food. 
The laboring people 
of the 


United States, and people with small 
incomes, are pinched today in the 
matter of food. 


"What Is famine? It Is nothing on 


earth but high prices carried to the 
point which makes it so hard to buy 
food that any large body of popula- 
tion cannot buy enough 
to properly 


feed themselves. 


Food was exported 
from Ireland 


during the worst periods of the great 
Irish famine. 
Food has always been 


exported from India during her worst 
famines; 


What 
Is the basis of 
our food 


supply? 


It is the seed from which crops are 


grown, and the breeding animals of 
our 'flocks and herds, the hens, the 
geese, the 
ducks, the 
turkeys, the 


sows, the cows, the goats and the 
ewes. These are the seed of our food 
crops and our food animals. 


This country is today being stripped 


of the basis of its future food supply. 
The situation calls for rigorous gov- 
ernmental control 
of the 
breeding 


basis of our flocks and herds, and the 
seed basis of our farm crops. 


Milk and eggs contain a substance 


which all young animals must have 
or they cannot grow. Take away from 
our children the fat which is found in 
milk and in the yolks of eggs, and 
they will die, or they will be stunted. 
I have 
seen young 
animals which 


should have been almost full grown 
kept down almost to their infant size 
by being deprived of this mysterious 
and wonderful substance which 
is 


found dissolved In the fats provided 
by the mother element In nature. 


We hear of fat-starvation in Ger- 


many. This comes from the fact t'j.at 
the dairy cows of Germany were very 
largely killed off after the first year 
of the war. 


An expert in foods told me the other 


day, at Memphis, Tenn., that he ex- 
pected milk to be 20 cents a quart 
next summer in the south, and I hear 
predictions of 40 cents a quart in vari- 
ous ports of tho industrial north. 


When such prices arrive, the fat- 


canned. 
Tho heifer calves are being 


killed' for veal. 


There Is already a famine In seeds 


over much of ^ie country. 
In tho 


nouth. tho committees In charge of In- 
creased production arc searching high 
and low for a bushel here and a bushel 
there of soy benns, cow peas, velvet 
beans, weeds of the various sorghums. 
California black-eyed peas, and many 
other seeds. They are parceling them 
out to tho farmers whom they are in- 
ducing to plant as thinly as possible, 
so ns to inn Ice the seeds cover the 
maximum amount of ground. A proj- 
ect Is on foot to sew a million acres of 
wheat in each of tho three states of 
Tennessee. Mississippi and Arkansas, 
but tho southern wheat has been sold 
ahead of tho harvest to the millers for 
food. 
That wheat Is now going to 


market, and if the 
farmers of the 


south are to have the varieties of seed 
wheat which they must have, they 
must buy It back at starvation prices 
to seed their fields. In a trip over nine 
southern states recently. I found only 
two sorts 
of seed which 
were not 


scarce—corn and cotton. 


Go to any cnuntry railroad station 


In the United States, and you will find 
on every platform crates full of laying 
hens, ducks and other poultry. If the 
country were actually starving, there is 
no one way In which so much animal 
food could be produced quickly as by 
multiplying our poultry flocks. I make 
the claim that If a census were made 
today of the poultry of the country, it 
would be found that it is decreasing 
instead of increasing- 


Power must be lodged somewhere in 


the government to take hold of this 
matter with a strong hand, otherwise 
the present scarcity of food may reach 
the point where it will have to be .called 
by a. stronger name. 
Someone must 


have power to control the selling and 
slaughtering of female animals. 
"We 


are setting up machinery for the con- 
trol of a food administration. Unless 
seeds and female 
animals are con- 


served, this food administration will 
not save us from things which one dis- 
likes to predict. The cows, hens, ewes 
and sows, and other breeding animals, 
are being turned into meat, in an end- 
less and increasing stream.

mendous suck of a world famine has 
caught the germinal elements of our 
food supply, and Is sweeping it into 
the world's hungry ma,w.

There is no time to 
bo lost.

Pound Not Dear Food 


Flour at 10 cents a pound Is cheap 


as compared with meats and vegeta- 
bles, according to Dr. H. E. Barnard, 
state food nnd djug commissioner of 
Indiana, in a statement issued on gen- 
eral Hour prices. He said: 


"In the desire to economize the 


housewives may cut down the use ot 
bread because the size of the loaf is 
decreasing and 
the 
cost increasing 


constantly. This is unforunate. Bread 
Is our best food. In the diet of most 
people it is the largest' single Item. 
Today flour sells at about tho same 
price as sugar and the flour bills seem 
appallingly large to those who for 
.years have purchased flour at 3 cents 
a pound. But even at 1 0 cents a pound 
flour is cheap food when compared 
with meat and vegetables. If any at- 
tempt to practice economy by using 
less flour or eating less bread compels 
the purchase of more meat or vegeta- 
bles, the expense for food is increased 
rather than diminished a.nd the fam- 
ily may be fed less successfully. 


"If we can crowd into the daily diet 


as much as one pound of good bread 
per person per day we are certain tho 
family will not be fed badly. 
Of 


course, the bread must 
be supple- 


mented by fats, which usually are sup- 
plied by butter, and by more lime and 
iron. 
The 
lime, 
especially 
for 


young children is furnished in milk, 
and fresh fruits and vegetables are rich 
in iron. 
If fruits and vegetables are 


not obtainable or are sold at prices 
which seem extravagantly high, special 
care should be taken to use the whole 
wheat flour or a loaf which contains 
more mineral matter 
and cellulose 


than the white loaf of the baker. 


"War bread, made of material more 


plentiful than wheat flour, may be 
our staple loaf before we aga,in are at 
peace. Such a bread is no experiment. 
It is easily ma.de, it IK wholesome and 
nutritious. If we are compelled to use 
it we need not fear any ill effects. 
But 


whether we eat home-made bread or 
bakers' bread, bread will continue to 
be our dependable food."

If the pectin is not in lumps but Is 
merely precipitated, the sugar should 
be one-half or less of the amount of 
the juice. If the juice shows no pre- 
cipitation under this test. It is unsuit- 
able for jelly making 
and must be 


combined with apples or other Juices 
rich In pectin. 


The housewife will do well before 


making the test to taste the juice, as 
fruits not as acid as pood tart apples 
probably will not make good jelly 
unless mixed with other fruits which 
are ncid.

$11.000.000 in merchandise, whereas 
In 1314 she exported to Germany ?2.- 
000.nnn. 
Our exports to Switzerland 


from July to February In this fiscal 
year totalled J13.99fi.000 against *B4R.- 
000 for the same period in 1914. This 
merely is one concrete example of 
•what becomes of our supplies. Simi- 
lar figures can be given in the case of 
Denmark and Sweden. It is. there- 
fore, our duty to ourselves and as a 
•top toward the ending of the war that 
w« supply no foodstuffs to neutral na- 
tions." 


Trade With Allies.

The infantry battle, after Initial suc- 


cesses for the German crown prince, 
came to a hale after his troops had lost 
virtually everything they had gained.

LAY MINES IN TRACK OF MERCHANT SHIPS

Washington, D. C., June 22.—7od- 


eral Investigators have come upon the 
Reoret of Germany's submarine mine* 
layer*. 


The submarines are equipped with 


automatic mine-holders, which con-

Headquarters of British Home De- 


fense Armies, England. June 11.— 
(Correspondence.)—Since the begin- 
ning of the war the coasts of the 
United Kingdom have been guarded 
by 
the British 
bicycle militia 
or 


"Cyclist 
Patrol," and 
today 
the 


cyclists still axe on guard against Ger- 
man invasion. But the golden oppor- 
tunity for a German assault in force 
upon Britain's shores has now passed. 
No longer do a few cyclists stand guard 
alone over important landing places, 
as they did for many days after war 
was declared. 


•The danger of invasion appeared 


very great to us in those days," said 
the commander of one of the cyclists' 
battalions the other day. 
"We had to 


put forth the most colossal efforts to 
get our defense organization up to 
adequate pitch. 


'If the German 
regarded an In- 


vasion of England as a fearsome task 
then, he must regard it as a hopeless 
impossibility now. Wherelwe former- 
ly had only a small 
detachment of 


cyclist troops to guard a possible land- 
ing place, there are now thousands of 
trained soldiers living in huts or bil- 
lets close to hand, with guns, trenches 
and dugouts all along the sand dunes, 
and plenty of support also from aero- 
pter.es, observation balloons, subma- 
rines and coast defense vessels. In 
1914 
the German invader would have 


been opposed largely by half-trained 
troops straight from workshops and 
offices, while today he would have to 
meet men the equal in physique and 
lighting ability of anything the world 
has ever seen." 


The actual work of protecting land- 


ing places has long since been taken 
out of the hands of the cyclist bat- 
talions, who have become more purely 
a coast patrol. Their duties nowadays 
occasionally are varied by the capture 
of various objects of interest washed 
up by the tide, such as mines, bodies, 
wreckage and life buoys. The mines 
are destroyed by guncotton. affording 
a few moments of pleasant excitement 
for the patrol. 


Hundreds of sailors from torpedoed 


ships have received their first welcome 
to land 
from cyclist patrols along 


lonely coasts. Company headquarters 
contain dozens of accounts of such en- 
counters, always in the stiff official 
language in which tho British army 
and navy always clothes its deeds of 
heroism. Here is such a report from 
a cyclist patrol, culled at random from 
a flilo at headquarters: 


"Sighted small open boat drifting 


towards shore. This about dawn dur- 
ing blinding snowstorm. 
Occupants 


too exhausted to UBO cars. 
Big sea 


running. Boat reached breakers and 
overturned. 
Patrol with assistance 


from nearest huts summoned by rock- 
ets, succeeded saving all but three 
who too numbed from exposure to 
make 
any effort. 
One our 
motor 


transports arrived promptly took sur- 
vivors 
farmhouse. 
Bodies 
three 


drowned later taken headquarters." 


On dark nights, 
tho patrols fre- 


quently encounter small ships which 
have gone on sand bars owing to tho 
lack of guiding land lights. A patrol 
must take every precaution against 
some enemy ruse in such a case. As 
soon as word Is received that a ship 
Is approaching tho shore, a force of 
reserves is summoned and takes up a 
rtcfenslve position with machine guns. 
Then a boarding party Is sent aboard 
tho vessel to examine her and make 
a report. Even If there is nothing sus- 
picious about the vessel. a, guard is 
left aboard to prevent anyone coming 
ashore or possibly communicating with 
hostile agents on shore. 


The coast patrols are on duty on 


practically every mile of British coast 
night and day. 
A cyclist 
patrol is 


usually on his "beat" for three hours, 
returning to quarters for a rest period 
which Is followed by the day's routine 
of physical training, musketry prac- 
tice, bayonet practice, and maneuvers 
similar to that followed in regular in- 
fantry camps. 


Most of the cyclist forces hope one 


day to be called across the channel. 
The day for which they look is the 
time -when a great mobile force will 
be required in Belgium and Germany 
to pursue a retreating and demoralized 
enemy.

most intellectual people that his na- 
tion affords. His military aidvs ire 
graduates of 
Chnptiltopcc. Mexico's 


West Point. 
His constructing engi- 


neers nre college bred and generally 
spcnk several languages. Ho Is quick 
to adopt and apply modern methods 
In all lines of activity within his dis- 
trict. 


Of French extraction. Colonel Cantu 


came to Lower California from Mexico 
City to take command of the troops 
In the northern district and later suc- 
ceeded to the pout of governor. 


At that time the country was practi- 


cally a waste. 
Somo 
development 


work had boon done by American con- 
cessionaires, but for the most part tho 
country was a desert. With the build- 
ing of the Imperial valley irrigation 
system, an American enterprise, it be- 
came possible to irrigate tho Imperial 
valley on both sides of the line. Lower 
California then took her first step 
forward. 


Being a rocky, desolate, thinly popu- 


lated district, there was no means 
whereby tho state government could

ED PLANK, PRINCE OF THE SOUTHPAWS, WINDS UP A GREAT CAREER.

The prince of southpaws Is through. 
Edward S. Plank, the greatest of them 


all, has pitched his last major league 
game. If reports from several of his 
friends are to be believed. 


Suffering from a nervous breakdown and 


preparing for a minor operation, there is 
little chance that Plank will ever toe the 
rubber again. 


When Plank left the Browns a few- 


weeks ago he was reported to have gone 
to his home in Gettysburg, Pa. He really 
went to a Philadelphia hospital. 


Plank will be 42 In August. He is one 


of the oldest men in the game in point of 
years and of service. This was his seven- 
teenth season in baseball and he holds the 
record for all time for left-handed pitchers 
in point of continuous service.
